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THE GREAT STRIKE. 


ANSWER OF THE WABASH TO THE BUBLING- 
TON’S COMPLAINT. — 


The Matter Fai-ly in the Courts—Mr. Robert 
T. Lincoln Explains the Position of the 
Wabash Railway—Looking After Scabs 
at Quincy, III. - All Quiet at Kansas City 
Important Actien by the Engineers in 
East st. Louis. 


OnICAGO, III., March 12.—Interest in the rail- 
road men’s strike centers to-day around the 
proceedings in the United States Court which 
will be resumed at 2 O' clock before Judge 
Gresham. The attorneys for the Wabash 
road will file areply to tha billofthe Burling- 
ton. It is understood that this docu- 
ment will deny that the Brotherhood 
has at all attempted to coerce the 
receiver of the Wabash, and will 
claim that no grounds have been set forth 
upon which to justify the interference of the 
court. Alexander Sullivan will watch the 
proceedings in behalf of the Brotherhood. 
Among the members of the bar the opinion fs 
general that Judge Gresham will decline to in- 
terfere in the case on the ground that no actual 
attempt on the part of the Brotherhood to tie 
upthe Wabash has yet developed. Should, 
however, the decision be the other 
way, it is believed that every fre- 
man and engineer on the Wabash will 


quit work within afew hours after such de- 
cision hag been rendered. This action will be 
the result of mutual agreement, and not the 
outcome of any order issued by the grievance 
committee, and consequently the latter body 
Will not be amenable to the Court for con- 
tempt. Meanwhile the representatives of the 
great Western and South western systems that 
are in the city do not dieguise their anxiety 
concerning the probable outcome of the pro- 


ceedings. 
THE WABASH’S ANSWER. 

Robert T. Lincoln, the attorney for the 
Wabash RaRrvad appeared in Judge 
Gresbam’s court at 2 o’ciock this afternoon 
and filed an answer to the petition of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railway, re- 
questing the Court to compel ite receiver to 
comply with the regulations of the interstate 
commerce law, etc. 

In the answer the respondent admits that 
he in his official capacity is subject to the or- 
ders of the Court, and ‘holds himseit out to 
the public as a common oarrier of persons and 
property, and subject to all the obligations, 
duties and limitations Imposed upon such 
carriers engaged in State and interstate 
traffic, either b the common law or 
the statutes of Illinois, or the acts of Congress 
thereto pertaining,’ and further admits the 
truth of the allegations of the petitioners 
respecting the usage and practice of inter- 
changing loaded cars between the petitioner 
and this respondent in his efficial capacity as 
received; but denies that such interchange of 
loaded cars has deen large at the 
city of Chicago, or elsewhere, as stated in this 
petition; on the contrary, the respondent says 
that, In fact, suchinterchange of cars with 
the petitioner has been a very small and 
unimportant part of the business of the 
respondent, such business having amounted 
inthe month of January, 1688, being the last 
month for which complete returus have been 
complied, to a value not exceeding $500, being 
less than one-siath of I per cent of the railway 
businees under the management of the re- 
spondent for that month. 

This respondent, further answering, says 
that the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company is not engaged in operating of rall- 
ways which form, with that operated by 
your respondent, a continuous or trunk line 
or lines leading from one or more sections of 
the country to others, but on the contrary is 
operating a system which enters and occupies 
much of the territory tributary to the railway 
operated by the respondent and its asso- 
ciated lines, and which is a rival system to 
that of respondent, andis directly competi- 
tive at many points. The answer admits 
that their agent declined to undertake the 
hauling of the Burlington freight cars tendered 
thein March 6, but denies that such 
refusal was, as alleged in the Burlington's 
petition, made under specific instructions 
originating with the Wabash, whereby that 
company had directed that hisagents and em- 
ployes should absolutely and unconditionally 
refuse to receive any loaded cars from or de- 
liver any loaded cars to the petitioner, or dis- 
regard its obligations as a connecting carrier. 

The Wabash issued no instructions concern- 
ing the —— A of Burlington freight until 
March 7, when they issued the following: 

We cannot haul C., B. 4 O. cars over this road at 
present. We must decline to receive them. Transfer 
all freight from their cars to the Wabash cars. 

Tneir reason for this order was, according 
tothe answer, that the Burlington, since its 
engineers and firemen struck, has succeeded 
in Alling tbeir places, in a very cousidera- 
ble number, that the road bas gradually but 
slowly come into renewed partial 
operation; that in 80 doing said 
petitioner has absorbed and taken 
into its employment substantially all 
the competent — 1 locomotive en- 

ineers in the United States except those who 
by association andcommunity of feeling are in 
sympathy with the locomotive enginemen 
who so left the employ of said petitioner.’’ 

The answer then goes on to state that the re- 
lations between the Wabash and their engi- 
neers and firemen were harmuopi- 
ous, and that they being __ solic- 
itous that their trafic should not 
be interrupted ‘‘by reason of any complica- 
tion groWing out of a friendly feeling of the 
enginemen in toward 
the enginemen left 
the employ of petitioner,’’ 
and for that reason the orders were issued as 
a temporary measure. 

The answer then says that the orders not to 
handle ‘‘Q’’ freight were withdrawn on Satur- 
day last and the following orders issued: 

„All orders and directions heretofore given by me 
or by any officer or * —— of this road, which have 
been understood as limiting the interchan e of cars 
or traffic with the 88 Burlington , 
Railroad, or any o the roads 
stem, are hereby rescinded, The 
of receiving and interchanging 
traffic by this road with the C., B. 4 C., and all of 
the roads of that system will go on upon the same 
terms and conditions as those upon which similar 
business is done by this road with other connecting 
railroads. ** 

The above order, the answer says, has been 
io full force since its issuance and will 
be continued and exccuted. In conclusion, the 
Wabash denies having had an business 
transactions or communications m P, M. 
Arthur, or any one representing him, and 
prays that the petition be dismissed at peti- 
tioners’ cost. 

When the petition of the Burlington came 
up before Judge Gresham the road presented 
a number of amdavits showing how the Wa- 
bash had refused to handle its freight, after 
which the answer of the Wabash to the origi- 
nal petition wasread. -

WORSE THAN SLAVERY. ‘ 


The Brutal Treatment of Convicts at Coal 
Hill, Ark. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. . 
Fr. Smira, Ark., March 12.—The startling 
developments brought to light at Coal Hill in 
the case of Williams, the negro convict whip- 
ped to death, served to bring out 
the most revolting details of cruelty 
and death among the convicts. Suspic- 
ions were aroused by the developments 


in the Williams case that others had suffered a 
like death. Mose Harvey, a white man aged 
85, died on the tb inst. he Coroner had the 
body examined and found it in a terrible con 
dition being covered with the marks of kicks 
and bruises. The stomach was torn open and 
the entrails hanging out and unmentiona- 
bie injury had been made, It was 
developed at the inquest that Warden Graf- 
ford, the same who whipped Williams to 
death, was in the habit of making the prison- 
ers fight. He bad put a convict named Mat 
Bailey up to giving Harvey, who was a small. 
weak man, a beating and stood by urging him 
to kick and beat his victim until he was 
senseless. The guards were all afraid to tes- 
tify. The body of Mark Elder was exhumed 
and found terribly blackened, and it was also 
found that there were whip 2 on his back 
as deep as a man's ünger. Ihe jury could not 
determine if the wounds caused death, but 
think it highly probable. A number of prison- 
ers testified, upon being assured that they 
would be kept from punishment. It was 
also developed that a prisoner named Hum- 
mel was tied up to a post in the mines last 
summer and beaten to death by the brutal 
warden. The list of the crueltiestold by 
the prisoners, now that their tongues are 
loosened, is almost incredible in point of 
human treatment. Investigations are still in 
progress and other cases are expected to de- 
velope. The citizens of Coai Hill are greatly 
excited over the affair, and if Grafford can be 

ptured he will be hanged outright. Itis

AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE AT THE MONUMENT 
OF FREDERICK THE GREAT. 


Deputations of the Regiments Swear Fidelity 
to Frederick III —Preparations for the 
Reception of the Emperor—Arrange- 
ments for the Obsequies of Kaiser Wil- 
helm—John L. Sullivan at Liverpool—In- 
dian Troubles in the Northwest—Foreign 
News. 


BERLIN, March 12.— Deputations from all the 
regiments gathered in the wide space around 
Frederick the Great’s monument with their 
banners and swore fidelity to the ‘‘Koenig und 
Kaiser Friedrich dem Dritten. The Crown 
Prince took the oath with the second regiment 
ot the guards. He looked remarkably pale 
and wern, duetothe exciting events of the 
past three weeks. The question has arisen 
whether the Landtag may accept Emperor 
Frederick’s written oath instead of his per- 
sonal Oath spoken in an audible voice as pre- 
scribed by the constitution. 

DIED OF A BROKEN HEART. 

Windows of residences along the route of 
the fumeral are being offered for the use of 
spectators at fabulous prices. In one case the 
use Of u single window was sold for 800. Tens 
of thousands of persons are wearing Iimita- 
tion cornflowers, the favorite flower of the 
dead monarch, enveloped in crape, The 
flowers are being sold on tne streets. 
A veteran soldier, talking in a tram car of the 
events connected with the Emperor’s death, 
tell dead trom excitement. A coronor’s jury 
returned a verdict that the soldier died from a 
broken heart. Though the weather is * 
many thousands persons of all classes visited 
the palace yesterday. Special services were 
held in all the churches and were attended by 
immense throngs. 

RECEIVING EMPEROR FREDERICK. 

Atent shaped pavilion, hung with black 
cloth, has been erected at Charlottenburg 
through which Emperor Frederick, on alight- 
ing from the train, will pass directto his car- 
riage, which will convey him to the Char- 
lottenburg Schloss. By the request of the 
Emperor there ll be no recep- 
tion of any kind at the station. The 
carriages of the Emperor and his 
party on their way tothe Castle will be pre- 
ceded by a detachment of guard corps. A 
company of the Second Regiment of the 
Guards marched into Charlottenburg yester- 
day afterday. A grand requiem review will 
be held in the Cathedral on Friday. The re- 
mains will be conveyed during the night fol- 
lowing to the Charlottenburg mausoleum. 

THE CATHEDRAL SERVICES. 

The services in the Cathedral will consist of 
full state ceremonies. All members of the 
Reichstag and Landtag will be in attendance.

at once forwarded. The mounted police 
claim to be prepared to put down any revolt, 
but at the same time admit there will be 
trouble unless immediate retief is given. 
The half breeds at Batoucbe are in 
constant communication with Gabriel Du- 
mont, who is now in New York, and in recent 
letters he is undeestood to have advised them 
to secure food by pillage rather than to sub- 
mit to slow starvation. His people had half a 
crop of barley this year, but they were oblized 
to burn it and eat it.

Chief Alexis said rations bad been issued three 
times during the winter. The first time was 
about November l. He then received half a 
sack of flour for his family of thirteen. 
After New Year’s he got another half sack 
and about the middle of February they got five 
pounds of flour apiece. They have received 
some blankets, butno serge. ‘‘I claim that 
in — the cattle, he said, 1 did no 
wrong, because it was to save us from starva- 
tion.’’ Heretofore the Dominion Government 
has paid no heed to similar complaints until 
the war cry was heard in every hamletin the 
Northwest Territory and the settlers are there.

HENRY BERGH, 


Death of the Founder of the Humane So- 
cieties This Morning. 


New YORK, March 12.—Henry Bergh, founder 
and presidentof the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, died this morning. 

Henry Bergh was born in New York City in 
1823, and was educated at Columbia College. 
In his earlier days he wrote con- 


siderably, being the author of ‘‘Love’s 
Attractions,’’ a drama; Married Off, 
a poem ; The Ocean Paragon,’’ 
‘*The Portentous Telegram,’’ ‘‘The Streets 
of New York,’’ and a number of other tales 
and sketches. In 1863 Mr. Bergh was appointed 
Secretary of the ation te Russia and was 
afterwards Vice-Consul at the same 
piace. His greatest and  life’s work 
was the organization of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Alone and 
against almost insurmountabie obstacles he 
worked and tolled until April 10, 1866, 
he succeeded in getting the bill 
through the New Tork legislature. The 
society since its n has made a 
steady increase in size and inluence until 
now branches can be found in nearly 
every city in the Union. The society 
covers a kinds of cases of crueity 
to every kind of living creature, 

There have been numerous bequests made 
to the society by rich philanthropists, whicn 
has put it on a sound financial basis. Weekly 
reports of cases investigated are 
published and circulated every week 
among the members and the news- 
papers. In some cities the society is provided 
with ambulances for both man and beast, and 
a regular 9 of physicians and veterinary

A BAD SMASH UP. 


COLLISION AT NIGGER’S GAP ON THE PENN- 
SYLVANIA RAILROAD. 


Three Trainmen Killed and Several Persons 
Injured—Pullman Cars Demolished—A 
Bad Wreck on the Elevated Road in New 
York—Terrible Boiler Explesion—A Fatal 
Fali—Casualties. 


LTOONA, Pa., March 
12.—Passenger train 
No. don the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad col- 
lided with a heavy 
freight train near 
Huntingdon ats 
o’clock this morning 
and both trains were 
wrecked, Bobert 
Gardner, engineer, 
and Fireman Mow- 
rey, both of the pas- 
senger train, were in- 
stantly killed, and 
two others, a freight 
brakeman and a Pullman passenger whose 
names could not be learned, were quite 
seriously hurt. The other passengers 
escaped with a severe shaking-up. 
The freight train bad jumpea the 
track, and before the flagman could get 
back to notify the passenger train the collision 
occurred. A severe storm was raging in the 
mountains andthe crew on the freight train 
wasalmost frozen. The wires are ali down 
and particulars of the accident are meager. 
Trains were delayed severa! hours. 

A later dispatch says the express, which 
was coming west, was behind time and was 
running at the rate of forty-five miles an 
hour. The collision was terrific. Three 


| Pullman cars were wrecked and three passen- 


gers were injared, but their names could not 
be learned. Gardner, the dead engineer, re- 
sided at Harrisburg. Mowry, his fireman, 
lived at Altoona, The accident occurred at 
‘*Nigger’s Gap, a rough part ef the road, 
about forty miles east of Altoona. 

The brakeman on the freight, Ernest V.Moyer 
of Harrisburg, is the third death reported 
from the wreck. The injured will be brought 
to Altoona. The wreck is simply colossal. 
All trains east and west are now ten hours 
late, and none can get through before evening. 
There are sixty-three passengers on the West- 
ern train,and the tracks are lined with de- 
tained trains. The wreck crews from Mifflin, 
Huntingdon, Tyrone and Altoona are at the 
scene of disaster. 

The Western mail express train reached 
Altoona atlo’clock. Passeng report the 
complete wreck of the first sleeper, and the 
second partly. but everybody safe beyond 
three in the first coach, who were seriously 
injured. The wreck involves an estimated 
loss of $75,000.

A CASE OF LEPROSY CALLED TO THE ATTEN- 


TION OF THE AUTHORITIES. 


Choo Toy, a Chinaman, Develops the Dread- 
ed Disease—The Second Case Detected 
in This City—Fearing Quarantine the Suf- 
ferer Eludes the Health Authorities—The 
Nature of the Disease, 


The session of the Board of Health this 
afternoon was devoted to the consideration of 
a case of leprosy, the second ever detected in 
this city and the first ever called to the official 
attention of the local authorities. The victim 
of the dreaded disease is Choo Toy, a China- 
man, whose present residence is unknown. 
The first notice of the case regularly received 
by the department was through a note this 
morning from Dr. W. A. Hardaway, derma- 
tologist, No. 2303 Olive street. Dr. Hardaway 
had his attention directed to the case some 
time ago by another physician and has since 
watched the course of the disease which he 
positively pronounces to be lepra necrosum. 
The case has been exhibited to the clinic at 
the Post-graduate lectures, Jefferson and 
Lucas avenues, and the diagnosis confirmed. 
Choo Toy’s residence or antecedents are not 
known. It was. supposed that he had been 
stopping at one of the laundries on Olive 
street, near Beaumont street. He told Dr. E. 
8. Jones, upon whom he first called that he 
had been keeping a laundry near Ninth and 
Soulard streets and now lived on Eighth 
street, between Biddle and O' Fallon streets. 


Dr. Priest of the City Dispensary visited 
several laundries in the north end of town to- 
day in search of the patient, who has be- 
come alarmed and is afraid the authorities 
will quarantine him. When the case was 
broughtto the attention of the physicians 
they did not hesitate in 

PRONOUNCING IT LEPROSY, 
notwithstanding the rarity of the disease, 
the only other case on recordin this city hav- 
ing been treated by Dr. Ohmann-Dumesnil. 


This was brought to medical atten- 
tion at a late stage in the progress 
of the disease, which roved atal. 


Owing tothe rarity ot the disease St. Louis 
physicians have not had many opportunities 
to study it. In fact the most important points 
concerning it are unsettied amongthe au- 
thorities. 

THE NATURE OF THE DISEASE. 

Leprosy is recognized by the medical pro- 
fession as a specific disease, endemic in many 
parts ofthe world. Itis characterized by the 
blow development of nodular growths in the 
skin, mucous membrane and nerves and 
In cases like that of Choo Toy is characteriezd 
early in its — | og by an ulcerative ten- 
dency. Leprosy bas been recognized from 
the earliest times, but bas often been confused 
with other maladies. No other ill seems to 
have, in all ages, been regarded with such 
superstitious awe. In the opinion of scientists 
it was common throughout Europe during 
the first two-thirds of the Christian 
era and very prevaient during the twelfth 
and thirteenth centuries. The subsidence of 
leprosy in Europe in the seventeenth century 
dated from the introduction and recognition 
of another disease which has lead to confusion 
and dispute. Leprosy occurs generally in 
tropical and subtropical localities, but its uni- 
versality and prevalence in diferent 
climates, among people of different 
habits on different soils have served to delay 
discoveries in relation to its cause and char- 
acteristics. Its contagiousness is now sen- 
erally denied by medical men, although the 
question is still earnestly disputed. It is ad- 
mitted by the medical profession that the 
causes of leprosy, of its generally endemic 
character, of its occasional epidemic prev- 
nlence, its communicability and its cure are 
alike unknown. 

The disease from which the unfortunate man 
is suffering need excite no fearon the part of 
those who have patronized his laundry, as the 
linen ofthe entire neighborhood might have 
been handied by the invalid without danger of 
infection arising therefrom. Jndeed, the case 
is remarkable only as being very usual and 
of great interest to the medical profession, the 
members of which would count themselves 


exceedingly fortunate could they diag- 
nose the symptoms at their leisure. 
From a public point of view one 


instance of small-pox would be far graver. 
Choo Toy’s affliction, itis learned, is undeni- 
ably that form ef leprosy termed anesthetic, 
the nerves being chiefly affected. Blotches 
have appeared on his face and on his legs and 
arms, but the eruption is not — nor does 
it present the appearance of containing mat- 


ter. The first intimation of his trouble, 
90 far as can be learned, was 
about February 1, when at the 80 
licitation of fA cousin he called on 
De. . Jones of South Ewing 
avenue. Toy at this time kept a laundry in 
the neighborhood of Ninth and Soulard 


streets, but closed it some two weeks later, 
when he became so ill that he could no longer 
wash. He made weekiy visits to Dr. Jones, 
and that gentleman, finding the case aremark- 
able one and possessed of symptoms for which 
he could not account, transferred the case 
to Dr. Hardaway. Toy, since leaving his 
South St. Louls laundry, has resided on 
Eighth street, between Biddle and 
O Fallon streets, where he may 
still be found if an ignorant man’s fear 
has not impelled him to flee the city or hide 
in some obscure quarter. The physicians in- 
terested in the case adhere very rigidly to 
the professional etiquette forbidding publi- 
cation of their opinion in such cases, but 
the facts giver above bave been gleaned from 
undoubted authority.

SOMETHING ABOUT TRAVELING MEN WHO 
MOVE EVERY Dar. ö 


— 


How the Business Has Changed During the 
Last Decade—Formerly the Salesman 
Was a Drinking Fellow—Now He Is a Dig- 
nified, Self-Respecting Gentleman—Men 
Who Have Won Fame and Fortuné on 
the Road. 


DAY or two ago I ran 
across my old friend 
Andrews. We used to 
sit together at school, 
long ago when the grass 
grew greener than it 
grows nowadays, and 
+ before the asbes of dis- 
content began to blow 
gray over everything. 
He used to know all 
about the theory of 
-—~ quarternions, could 
work out logathritgms up to any degree, and 
things ofthat kind, and we boys were rather 
afraid of him because he knew aso much and 
really liked to study, Everybody said he would 
make a college professor or a great astrono- 
mer. So when I met him yesterday I naturally 
enough called him doctor and asked him what 
he had been doing during the years we had 
lost sight of each other. He said, ‘‘drum- 
ming. ‘*What’s that?’’ ‘*‘Drumming’s sell- 
ing lace goods and fichusand embroideries 
and Hamburg edgings for a Worth street 
house.’’ 
But what about mathematics?’’ 


Selling the Lady. 

„„Oh, Ifind use for all the mathematics I 
ever knew intrying to make my actual ex- 
penses fit my expense bill.’’ 

He told me a lot ot interesting things about 
the new generation of drummers, or commer- 
cial travelers, how the business of traveling 
salesmen had become legitimatized, and now 
the harum-scarum, hurrah-boys element had 
been almost entirely weeded out. It was all 
new to me, dearreader, and some of it may 
not be knowntoyou. Atleast, I promised to 
tell about it. 

Only a little while ago the very name of 
traveling salesman stood for a drinking, roys- 
tering, country-girl-kissing fellow, who went 
about like a roaring lion, seeking whom he 
might devour. We have all of us met him, in 
his glory, at Fremont or Gallipolis or Kalama- 
zoo, where he called the dining-room girls by 
their first names and talked loudly about how 
he had ‘‘sold Miss Jones“ and was going to 
sell Smith. He never confessed to selling 
goods. 

That old colored woman’s view of the drum- 


mer has been the generally accepted one. You 
remember it: Howalittie colored girl of 6 
was playing inthe mud with atypical yellow 
dog, when the train drew up atthe Louisville 
depot close at hand. ‘‘Mammy, mammy!’’ 
called out the child, ‘‘Huccumb all dese mans 
wid white dusters an’ er carpet- bags. 

Come right in de house, chile; come 
— !’* yelled the mother, ‘‘deys drummers. 
steal you shuah; bring in the dawg, dey steal 
de dawg. Come, Queenie!’’ 

Ofcourse there are a few ofthis kind still 
left, but the salesman of to-dayis an edu- 
cated, self-respecting gentieman, who doesn’t 
make friends with every man he meets, and 
who carries himseif with a 124 that makes 
him easily unapproachable. Ten, fifteen years 
ago it was the exception to meet a married 
drummer. Nowitis the rule. Nearly all of 
them have families, and when within two 
hundred miles of home there is always a grand 
rush for the dove cote Saturday nights to 
spend Sundays with his helpmate. The drum- 
meris home so little, has suchashort time 
to get acquainted with his family, that, asa 
rule he isa good husband and his domestic 
relations are exceptionally happy. There is 
something pathetic about this desultory home 
life he leads in between business trips. Away 
fortwo months, then home for a week, and 
then away again for twolong, long months, 
is itany wonder that now and thenthe news- 
poner. that mirror that catches up and flashes 

ack to us for a moment the revolying pict- 
ures of quick-passing life, should here and 
there give a glimpse of this side of the drum- 
mer’s life. 

Only the other day a brief paragraph tucked 
away on one of the inside pages toid of a wife 
who committed suicide—and why? Because 
her husband was a drummer and it was so 
lonesome when he was absent. Two weeks 
ago a similar case found a day’s resting 
place In the newspaper’s columns, and every 
now and then some little hint of this side of 
the funny, story-telling salesman’s life comes 
to the surface. You see it, too, when he gets 
married and makes his business trip a wed- 
ding tour. He takes her over all his terri- 
tory, gets the best of everything without half 
pa? Ang FE and she falls more aud more in love 
with him as she finds how everybody knows 
him and likes him. 


Legitimate Prey. 

The local hotels have of late been the head- 

uarters of a number of out-of-town mer- 
chants here to buy goods. Just now the town 
is full ot drummers in of the road, and it Is 
worth any professional man’s while to drop 
in some morning about 8 o’clock and see 
eighteen salesmen clustered about a buyer. 
They are painfully polite to one another and 
to him, but he never escapes—at least none 
had escaped up to the present writing. 

And his story-telling? It is he whois re- 
sponsibie for filling this beautifal, broad land 
with chestnuts. How is it that Chicago and 
Omaha and Honoluiu and the interior of Aus- 
tralia all know the same stories? The drum- 
mer. You start from St. Louis for New York 
hugging to your bosom a brand new one that 

ou know was invented only the night before. 

ou start to tell it there—to glad the hearts of 
your untutored Western audience and 
your hearers sadly but kindly ring 
the bellon you. Who has been there before 
you? The drummer. He started East that 
saine night he heard the story, leaving a track 
of blazing glory behind him and but poor 
picking for those who follow. The champion 
story-teller of the United States is John G. 
Witte of New York, the king of traveling 
salesmen, who thinks nothing of telegraphing 
a new joke, or story, or anecdote to Oregon 
or Chihuahua.

To command such remunera- 
tion stamps a man as possessing rare tact, en- 
ergy, knowledge of human nature ana thal 
peoullar faculty of getting there of which the 
poet sings. he average salesman makes 
say $1,800, with some as low as $1,200 and many 
above , 00. Asalary of $1,500 is usually

guaranteed, and it sales run above a certain 
amount the drummer gets an extra commis- 
sion. The average trip lasts two or three 
weeks, witha home rest of four days or a 
week. Of course there are many men who 
stay away four and six months ata time. One 
New York house has a trusted commercial 
tourist who has not been in New Yorkin ten 
years. He has his home at Tiffin, O., and 
sends here fornew samples as fast as the old 
ones are exhausted. It © getting to be more 
and more the custom for men who make long 
trips through Texas, California and Arkansas 
to make their headquarters in the West and 
go to New York only once a year. 

St. Louis is possessed of its quota of com- 
mercial travelers, the number of those travel!l- 
ing for local houses probably reaching 1,500, 
some whom make their headquarters else - 
where? The Western Commercial Travelers’ 
Association in this city now boasts 2,045 mem- 
bers, but they are not all St. Louis men, and 
cannot be proper! included as a whole 
in the local IIst. Foremost in the 
ranks are the travelers for the dry 
goods and clothing houses, their salaries 
for the most part being much larger 
than those paid the grocery and hardware 
representatives. The hardware men on the 
road, however, are numerous, the Simmons 
Hardware Company having about eighty. 
Nearly alllarge wholesale houses have from

twenty to thirty salesmen, while the big dry 
goods firm of 8am’1C, Davis & Co. can claim 
about fifty. 

In the matter of salaries, the custom of work - 
ing on a commission has been almost complete- 
ly abandoned in this part of the country, 
the travellers having found the uncertainty of 
their annaul earnings a great drawback under 
this method. The best local salesmen now 
earn from $3,000 to $4,000, and even more, 
many of them confining their efforts largely t 
St. Louis. The man who is paid a $3,000s ae 
is expected to sell from $125,000 to $150,000 
worth of goods yearly, which a good man ina 
fair territory can accomplish without much 
trouble.

St. Louis whose salaries are calculated to keep 
Several wolves from the door would fill col- 
umns. J. L. Lett is perhaps the only man here 
of any prominence who works regularly on a 
commission. His experience extends some 
twenty-five years back, and his income derived 
from the clothing firm of Rindskovf, Stern, 
8 & Co. is estimated at from $5,000 to 7,

ranks as salesmen and to whom large salaries 
are paid are H. J. Lee, Otto Cramer, Jesse 
Phillips, D. W. R. Macdonald, Joe Oain, Tom

The three last named sell goods for 
Crow, Hargadine & Co., andare at the same 
time all personally interested in the firm.

CONTRACT CONDITIONS 


DECIDED UPON TO-DAY BY THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS, 


To Govern the Street Sprinklers During the 
Coming Season—Delegate Stone’s New 
District Established in the Twenty-Eighth 
Ward—Selecting a Site for the Grant 
Monument—Yeoung Physicians Qualify- 
ing te Practice in This City—Municipal 
Matters. * 


At noon to-day a special meeting of the 
Board of Public Improvements was held for 
the purpose of deciding upon the terms of the 
sprinkling contracts. Street Commissioner 
Turner presented a copy of contract and 
specifications for adoption. It pro- 
vides that the streets shall be 
sprinkled twice per day during March, 
April, May, September, October and Novem- 
ber, and three times per day during June, 
July and August. He said that in his opinion 
it was necessary to thus settle definitely’what 
volume of work was to be done so thatthe 
contractors could be bound down to the 
terms. President Flad offered an amendment 
strikime out the provision fixing the number 
of times per day and specifying that the dust 
should laid, the inspectors to be the 
judges of the work. He argued that the object 
aimed at was the laying of the dust, and that 
this should be the condition insisted on in the 
contract. He said that there was no question 
but that the work last summer was unsatis- 
factory. The requirements varied according 
to the traffic on the streets, and to lay the dust 
well in all parts of the city with as 
little waste of water as possible was 
the point to be aimed at. Commissioner Mur- 
phy suggested a substitute for the amend- 
ment. He proposed that the dust should be 
laid and thatthe streets should be sprinkled 
not less than the number of times specified by 
the Street Commissioner’s plan. On a vote, 
both the substitute and the amendment were 
defeated, and the form — dream by the Street 
Commissioner was adopted. 

THE SPRINKLING BILL. 

To-night the amended sprinkling ordinance 
will be referred to the Council for concurrence 
in the amendments. The changes made in 
the bill are not material and will probabiy be 
concurred in without delay. The amendment 
offered by Delegate Stone establishing a new 
district in the Twenty-eighth Ward has cre- 
ated some surprise. The assessment 
in that district will necessarily 
be high, as the lugs are 
not numerous in that section of the city.: Mr. 
Stone says that he is aware of the fact 
that the assessment will de considerably 
higher here than in any other portion of 
the city, but says that he has of- 
fered the amendment in compliance with 
the wishes of his constituents residing in 
that portion of the city. He argues that under 
the amendment the residents of that portion 
of the city between King’s highway, Hamilton 
avenue, Easton avenue and Lindell avenue, 
will secure sprinkling at lower rates than if 
left to close private contracts with sprinkling 
contractors. The city through the Board of 
Public Improvements, will certainly be in a 
position to get the lowest figures on the work. 


A Special Meeting. 


This afternoon the Board of Public Improve- 
ments met for the third time to-day to confer 
with the Executive Committee of the Grant 
Monument Association to determine upona 


site for the monument, which will be 
ready to be placed in position in 
afew days. The members of the association 
are very anxious to have the site selected at 
once, so thatthe pedestal can be built and 
the monument erected before the influx of 
visitors in June. 

Some of the residents in the West End have 
suggested a triangular plot of ground at the 
intersection of McClure avenue and Lindell 
Boulevard fer the site, This is only suitable 
for asmall park or a monument. It is now 
owned by some of the interested residents of 
that locality who purchased the ground to 
prevent its occupation by some objectionable 
structure.

DOWN WITH COAL RATES. 


THE VANDALIA CAUSES ARIPPLE IN THE 
CUAL POOL 


A Stormy Meeting To-Day—Attempt to 
Patch Up an Agreement Without Avail— 
The Rate Cut te 87 1-2 Cents—An- 
ether Meeting Called for To-Morrow— 
The Cause of the Break. 


General Freight Agent Hibbard of the Van- 
dalia Line threw a bomb into the 
railroad coal pool to-day, which de- 
moralized it, but which will doubt- 
less be welcomed by the coal consumers. 
There has been trouble among the Illinois coal 
railroads for sometimeover the rates. To a 
large extent it was caused by an essential dis- 
agreement between the roads having far- 
off mines and those with near-by mines. 
The former naturally want the latter to main- 
tain arate high enough to give them a chance 
at the coal business, and every effort has been 
made to arrive at some satisfactory conclu- 
sion. 

THE ILLINOIS RATE 
commissioners fixed a maximum rate of 40 
cents a ton for the out-put of the near mines, 
but the road disregarded it and charged 
2 cents a bushel, or about 50 cents 
a ton, in violation of the rule, 
The commissioners then advanced the maxi- 
mum to G cents a ton, but strenuous efforts 
were made by the roads with dis- 
tant mines to maintain the old 
rate and with, some success. Still 


the rate has not been maintained satisfactori! 
and the roads with near mines are dissatisfie 
owing to the coming in of coal from the out. 
side at the present bigh rates. 

ATTEMPTS HAVE BEEN MADE 
for some time to get the representatives of the 
roads together for the purpose of patching-up 
some sort of satisfactory agreement. A meet- 
ing was held a week ago last Saturday 
for this purpose and a committee was 
appointed to formulate a basis of 
rates which would suit all parties. The 
time for the next meeting to hear the report 
was fixed for to-day, and a full representation 
of roads was secured. There were present 
the freight representatives of the Vandalia, 
Louisville & Nashville, Chicago & Alton, Cairo 
Short Line, I. & St. L., Wabash and others. 
The meeting was a stormy one, and after it 
adjourned it was continued on the curb-stone 
and at the restaurants and hotels. 

The committee had been unable to arrive at 
any conclusion and the report, therefore, was 
not at all satisfactory. No agreement what- 
ever could be arrived at and the 
Vandalia cut the entire business 
short by announcing its oon rates without 
reference to the other road. 
however, was on

AN IMPORTANT DECISION AFFECTING USE 
OF COMMERCIAL NAMES. 


The Dun Agency Suit Disposed Of To-Day by 
Judge Valliant—The Probate Court Over- 
rules a Claim ef the Government— A 
Large Number of Diverce Cases Filed— 
Matters of Interest Under the Dome. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered an important 
decision affecting the use of a commercial 
name. The suit was that of R. G. Dun’s 
agency against an Iowa corporation, and the 
litigation when it was instituted here by Mills 
& Flitcraft in behalf of the Dun concern at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. The Court 
decides the case in favor of the well-known 
collecting agency. 

The principle on which the law undertakes | 
to protect one in the exclusive use of his com- 
mercial name and trademark is that he has a 
property- right in the reputation he 
has earned. The injury which re- 
sults to one from an _i infringement 
of this right is usually either in drawing away 
from him part of his trade or custom or else 
in carrying on the business in such a manner 
as to bring it into disrepute, and he has a 
right to the law’s protection against injury of 
either character. It is as wrong for one man 
to trade without leave upon the reputation of 
another as it is for him to appropriate that 
other’s property to his own use.

A Sub-Contractor’s Rights.

As a general rule one 
cannot by giving his own surname toa busi- 
ness acquire the right to use that name in 
connection with that business, to the exclu- 
sion of the right of another person having the 
same nameto use it in like manner; yet 
even this rule is not invariable under 
exceptional circumstances. A man may be 
restrained from using his own name in a given 
connection in business if it is manifest that 
the intent and effect is to deceive the public 
and reap the fruit of another’s reputation, 


but of course such a restriction would be 
imposed only in a clear case of fraud. 
As one cannot in general appropriate 
his own surname forthe purposes of his bus!- 
ness to the exclusion of the right of another 
person of the same name, so also common 
words and generic terms which 2 ohar - 
acterize or designate a particular article or 
businéss are likewise not the subject of ex- 
clusive A get - yeteven this general 
rule is also subject tu the 1 — 
that one man shall not trade upon the reputa- 
tion of another through 8 device what- 
soever. Thus when a trader has used certain 
catch-words or phases in connection with his 
business so long that his business has thereby 
become to be recognized readily — the 
publie, although the law will not 
give him the exclusive right to 
the use of those words or phrases 
et it will require any other person using them 

n like business to be careful not to do -so in 
such a connection as to misiead the public in 
this respect. 

Itis very manifest that the defendahts in 
this case, says the Court, have been — ofa 
wron in adopting a name “designed 
to 0 mistaken for that of the 
plaintiffs and advertising in connection 
therewith phrases intended also to mislead in 
the same respect.

The Pacific Railroad Committee of the 
House has reported a bill to extend and 
secure the debt of the Union Pacific to the 
Government.

The amounts of the 
partial payments are severally specified 
and are not contingent percentages. They 
are to be twice as much at the outset as 
last year’s payments, and are so gradu- 
ated that the average extension of the 
debt will not, it is said, exceed twenty 
years.

Paris, March 12.—Suilivan and Mitchell, 


weary, lonely and much battered, spent a not 
very disagreeable night Saturday in the jail 
at Senlis, to which they had been taken by 
the gendarmes after their capture on the road 
to Orell. The whole party had exhausted all 
cunning in making sure that the police should 
not prevent the battie taking place, and they 
evidently cared not a penny for the French 
officers after the fight was over. 80 they

Not very far from Senlisfthe horses were 
reined up sharply.

The sports ordered the 
‘*cabbies’’ to drive on, but drawn sabers 
and a liberal display of fre-arms 
too much for the drivers. Two sports got out 
with the evident intention of running away, 
whenthe gendarmes fired several shots and 
the pair concluded that riding was better than 
running and resumed their seats.

BRIDEWELL. 


Miserable Death ef the Once Famous Trick 
Jumping Horse.

New Tonk, March 12.—A broken-down old 
horse attached to a peddler's wagon fell at the 
corner of Broadway and Houston street, Fri- 
day evening. The efforts of the driverto get 
bim upon his feet again were in vainand 
finally an agent of the 8. P. O. A., seeing that 
the horse was in great pain and dying put the 
animal out of agony with ashot from his re- 
volver. Thus endedthe career of one of the 
greatest jumping horses ever bred in this 


country. The horse was born of thorough- 
bred stock on the ranch of Ben Cole, in Dead- 
wood, Colo. and was kept 

for some fifteen years. * 

died he left bim in 

‘*Emperor’’ Norton, the gambler who at that 
time was regarded as being the finest poker 
player on the Pacific coast. orton christened 
the animal Bridewell and took bim to San 
Francisco. There Norton met George Hicks, 
a wrestler, and a corn doctor named Dick 
Brown. 

Brown, Hicks and Norton formed a partner- 
ship and, with the aid of Bridewell, worked a 
swindling scheme throughout the country that 
brought them thousands of dollars. It was 
played in this way: Brown and Hicks would

hey had selected for their operations and 
spend money freely among the babitues. 
After they had been there fora short time 
Norton would ride A* outside and call for 
some refreshment to be brought out to him. 
Hicks and Brown would step to the 
door and begin to guy Norton upon the jaded 
and worn out appearance of his steed, to 
which Norton wouldreply with anoffer to 
bet any sam that the horse could jump over 
some particular high fencein the neighbor- 
hood, at the same time selecting one. Hicks 
would immediately put ap @ quarter of the 
sum named, Brown would follow with another 

uarter and then some unsuspecting miner in 
the crowd would be inducedto goin with 
them and putupthe rest. The money would 
be covered at once by Norton and much to the 
surprise of the spectators, the apparently 
jaded beast would sail gracefully over the 
fence and then turning would jump back 

alin. For several years e trio went 
about California until the miners discovered 
their game and then the State got too hot to 
hold them. They then set out for Portland, 
Ore., and on the way there their steamer was 
wrecked in the Columbia River and the horse 
and bis three owners barely escaped with 
thelr lives. 

They finally reached their destination, and 
starting from Portland the old trick was 
worked until Norton bad won some $16,000. At 
this juncture Brown stole every cent of the 
olnt earnings and fied, leaving Norton and 

icks penniless. Norton soldthe horse to a 
gambler, Oarr, in Portland, for $700, and 

romptly lost every cent of it at Carr’s faro ta- 

les. Carr sold the animal to Montgomery 
Queen’s circus and for some time he appeared 
in the ring of that combination in a high jump- 
ing act. His next owner Mas a famous char- 
latan called The King of Pain,’’ who bought 
him in Oakland in 1881 and used him to draw 
the chariot in which he daily appeared. After 
that Bridwell rapidly passed from owner to 
owner until an Albany horse-dealer bought 
bim and sent him ina batch of others to the 
Houston Street Railway Company of this city 
where for some time he drew a bobtail car. At 
last he was turned out as useless and was 
taken by the peddier, on the shafts of whose 
wagon he died. His record for high jumping 
has never been beaten.

The Author of The Leavenworth Case” on 
the Chace Bill.

Burra.o, N. T., March 12.—Anna Katharine 
Green, the author of The Leavenworth 
Case, has been a resident of Buffalo for sev- 
eral months. Likeall American writers she 
wants to see enacted an internstional copy- 
right law. She wants it as a matter of right 
and justice, as well as for self-protection. 
Bhe has been Instrumental in arousing inter- 
est in the matter among her many friends, and 


it is decided to have, if possible, an expres- 
sion of Buffalo sentiment in the matter. For 
this purpese a meeting will be held at her 
residence. LBuffalonians who are n any way 
interested In the matter of copyright . 
tion are invited. 

**There is no reason for the hesitation with 
which the Chace bill is being approached,’ 
shesaid. The only reason given that it Is 
very difficult is apoorone. None better has 
been resented. Let it be passed. It 
will be the corner stone to a structure in which 
justice and not might makes right. I say let 
us have the Chace bill. Any defect init, un- 
seen at present, can be easily rectified. My 
experience is that few publishers feel in duty 
bound to pay for material that their competl- 
tors can have for the taking. Our English, 
French and German cousins steal from us, 
and they are sure we steal from them. M 
books are printed abroad extensively,for whic 
honor I receive not a cent, excepting from 
an English house, and that not because of the 
recognition of any right of mine to compensa- 
tion, but for the advance sheets with which 
they can anticipate the appearance of the 
American publisher’s books in Canada, En- 
giand, France and Germany. An English 
* recently boasted of the money he 
2ad made on American books for the use of 
which he had notpaid. If no American pub- 
lisher has made thesame boast with refer- 
ence to English books it is possibly because 
he is too modest to noise his short- 
comings in this respect to the world. 
I know that there are some pubiishersin the 
United States who merit the highest confi- 
dence and esteem. There are some so honor- 
able in their dealings with foreign authors 
thatin spite of the odds against them they 
pay them well for their work. If this can be 
done with profit by individual houses who 
publish cheap editions, no good reason can be 
given for not compelling unscrupulous pub- 
lishers to do the same. I want to join with my 
friends here in callingthe attention of our 
Congressmen to the Chace bill, and ask them 
to use their influence to assist its passage.

Pudita Ramabai’s Lecture to a New York. 


Audience.

New York, March 12.—Pundita Ramabal, a 
young Hindoo woman who has embraced 
Christianity, addressea a congregation of New 
York women yesterday afternoon in All Soul’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church in West Forty- 
eighth street. She talked of the singular slav- 
ery of the native women of India and their 


dense ignorance of woman’s rights and cus- 
toms under Christian civilization. Pundita 
Ramabai was introduced by the Rev. Heber 
Newton. She wore a gracefu) native white 
drapery ef India. 

Pundita Ramabai’s talk was a = plea in 
behalf of The Child Widows of India. She 
suid that in Indiawirls were often betrothed 
even before they were born, and were some- 
times widows before they had been married by 
the priest. The whole object of education in 
India was to make good wives of the women, 
and they were taught to look upon their hus- 
bands as gods and the married state as their 
sole saivation. To insure their daughters a 
sojourn in heaven, mothers, therefere, often 
arranged for marriages before the birth of 
their female child. Pundita Ramabai ex- 
plained that her object in coming to 
America was to interest the free-acting, free- 
thinking women of America in the tindoo 
women. She wants to establish native schools 
in India, with native teachers recruited from 
the ranks of high caste child widows of India, 
who, instead ofdrowning themselves in the 
sacred rivers in despair when their husbands 
died, have embraced Ohristianity. Pundita 
Ramabal thinks that if this education were 
known schools would become self-supporting 
within ten years’ time.

HEARD AT THE HOTELS. 


TALKS WITH STRANGERS OF PROMINENCE 
PASSING THROUGH THE CITY. 


‘The Eastern Rallroads and Their Poor Pas- 
senger Accemmodations— The Further 
West the Better the Ceaches—Dangers of 
Camp Life — Polecats as Hydrephobia 
Distributors—St. Louis as a Great Iron 
Headquarters. 


Frank R. Brownell of New York, who is on 
his return from a transcontinental tour, in 
conversation ‘with a Post-DisPaTCH reporter, 
sald: ‘‘Lnever was west of Ohio befere, and 
since my Western trip understand for the first 
time why the Westerners express such disgust 
with Eastern traveling accommodations. But 
since my trip to the Pacific coast the only 
thing that astonishes me is that the denunci- 
atien of the Eastern railroads is not twice as 
severe asitis. One fact that was indelibly 
impressed on my mind was that the nearer 
one goes to what are called the c rs of Am- 
eriean civilization, the more primitive and 
uncomfortable does traveling become. The 
trains running out from San Francisco to 
Mojave are composed of excellent 
Pullman cars, dining cars are on every 
train, and traveling is as comfortable 
in every respect, as it is possible for it to be. 
On the Mojave desert, one of the most barren 
wastes in the world, the eating stations set as 
good a meal as a New York hotel. On the 
Santa Fe road the eating stations were fully as 
good, and the cars are lighted and ventilated 


in a manner which would surprise Eastern 
men. The roads trom Kansas City to St. Louis 
are 2 good, but after leaving here I 
know thatI shall meet with more and more 
imperfect accommodations the nearer I get to 
New York. The so-called palace carson the 
New York Central cannot for an instant be 
compared with the ordinary day cars on the 
Western roads, while the eating station at 
Syracuse, where all day passengers be- 

tween Buffalo and New York take their 
dinner, is — wretched shanty, and 
sets a meal that would not be 
tolerated in the wilds of the Rocky Mountains, 
or the depths of the Mojave Desert. We New 
Yorkers, who really know nothing of the com- 

forts ef travel, are satisfied with what our 
greatest road gives us, as it contrasts favor- 
ably with the wretchea New England roads, 
where a man Is fortunate if he gets a place to 
sit down; but I don’t sve how the Western men 
put up with our inconveniences. At least five 
days in the week the New York & 
New Haven Rallroad, the richest in New 
England, sends eff {ts trains with people 
standing up in the aisles by scores, and many 
are notableto get a seat before they have 
traveled forty or fifty miles. When it is taken 
into consideration that this state of affairs 
arouses no particular indignation, it is easy 
to understand why the New York Central 
is regarded as a well-managed road, 

but u a train offering such oor 
accomodations left St. Louis, it would be hard 
to getanyone to travel upon it, even ona pass. 

The New York Central is, with the exception 
ofthe Pennsylvania road, about the best one 
in the East, and from an account of its mode 
of attending to the convenience of passen- 

gers, youcan judge what therest are. The 
East may be the center of American civiliza- 

tion, but the indications ure certainly not 
perceptible to the naked eye.’

HYDROPHOBIA ON THE PLAINS. 


Polecats as Importers ef the Dread Disease. 
The Dangers of Camp Life. 


B. T. Hill, at present live stock agent for the 


Chicago & Alton, but who for many years was | 


engaged in cattle ranching in Texas and the 
Indian Territory, remarked toa Post- DISPATCH 
reporter, while standing in the corridor ofthe 
Laciede: ‘‘I have during the past year been 


reading with interest the investigations ot 
M. Pasteur in regard to hydrophobia, and 


wish that he was in this country, where he 
could either prove the truth of his doctrines or 
be convinced of their falsity. The question 
whether hydropeobia can be communicated 
by the virus of rabid dogs is sometimes dis- 
puted, but there is no doubt whatever that an 
animal found plentifully in this coun- 
try can, under certain conditions, im- 
part the disease, and that medi- 
cal skill has heretofore proved utterly 
powerless to check it. I refer to the common 
polecat, not the skunk. In the larger part of 
the country its dite is harmless, but in a cer- 
tain belt, comprising nearly all the Indian 
Territory, most of the Panhandle of Texas, 
the northern section of New Mexico, the 
southern section of Colorado and some coun- 
ties in Kansas its bite is far more fatal than 
that of the most venemous rattlesnake, 
and so far has has proved practically in- 
curable. When a man is awake heis in no 
danger, as no one ever heard of a polecat 
making an attack, and certainly no one ever 
cares to disturb that quadruped. But at night 
the case is far different. The polecats are 
great meat eaters and prowl around in search 
of food. Whenthey come across a sleeping 
man they creep upto him and — guieti 
nibbling either his thumb, his great toe or his 
nose, avoidin bony parts. They 
go to wor very quietly and 
are very M gnaw through the skin be- 
fore the man awakened. If blood is drawh 
the best thing he can dois to blow his brains 
eut at once, as hydrophobia in its most vio- 
lent and horrible form inevitably — him. 
No matter what heroic remedies 
adopted, such as cauterizing the 3 
part with hot iron, the well- — 
symptoms of bydrophobia soon 
appear and the unhappy victim dies in 
agony. The cases are not numerous and have 
generally occurredin remote localities, and 
therefore few are brought to the attention of 
the medical fraternity, but nota year passes 
during which at leasta dozen men do not die 
frem polecat fits, and scarcely an instance of 
recovery can be cited. An army surgeon, 
whose name I have forgotten, made an investi- 
atfon of the cases that occurred within 
is experience, andthe results are on file in 
the Medical Department at Washington. Ac- 
cording to his account, of thirteen soldiers 
bitten, twelve died, and it was never proved 
absolutely thatthe man who recovered was 
bitten wy a eee cat, adog being suspected of 
having lcted the wg 54 The doctor, 
while stating that in his opinion re- 
covery is impossible, gave it as the re- 
sult of his observation that an elevation 
of eighteen inches from the ground would en- 
sure safety, as the plains polecats do not like 
toclimb. Should Pasteur succeed in curing a 
— cog case of hydrophobia derived from an 
dian Territory polecat, his reputation would 
be secured im that region beyond all danger 
of attack.’
